Now Possible To Send 


One of the quietest weeks since | waiting since_the close of the war 


| | Zone of Germany issued its set of | ternational Money Orders to Ja- 


| seven stamps for the 75th anni- 
| versary of the Universal Postal 
Union, has just passed for UPU 
fans. 

Only one new issue was an- 
nounced, and this from the newly 
created and recognized Republic 
of Indonesia which to date has 
missed few opportunities of sup- 
plying collectors with beautiful 
labels. 

The stamps themselves, all four 
of them, were designed and print- 
ed by the Austrian State Print- 
ing Works at Vienna. 

Each stamp will appear in three 
different colors although the de- 
sign is common to all of them, It 
depicts a map of the islands in- 
cluded in the new Republic, the 
widely used UPU Monument at 
Berne, Switzerland and a water 
buffalo breaking loose from its 
chains. 

The latter figure is to symbolize 
the beginning of self rule. 

Colors and denominations are 
10 sen green, brown and violet: 
20s blue, brown and red; 50s 
green, brown and purple and 1 
Rupiah brown, violet and green 

It is interesting to note that to 
date 168 nations have issued or 
have signified their intentions to 
issue UPU stamps. 

There remain but approximate- 
ly 22 countries which have not 
made any committments or which 
will definitely not produce any 
stamps for the celebration. 


Equally as interesting are the 
currently advanced prices of some 
of the sets which were issued 
early. this year or which were 
issued but recently in limited 
quantities. 

Many UPU fans and dealers 
are awaiting the news of the total 
number of issues which were 
handled by the Crown Agents 
for the British Colonies. It has 


been suspected that the available 
supply of such issues were spread 
rather thin in view of the cur- 
rent and future demand. 

Should the Crown Colonies UPU 
set be limited in quantity to any 
extent, the entire issue will be 
considered good property, rather 
than a few isolated sets as occur- 
red for the Coronations and the 
Jubilees, 


Limited Stamp Edition

loons, by a Scotsman or two and 
some French brothers. First by 
creating hot air from burning 
straw as a lifting agent, then pro- 
gressively by use of hydrogen, 
helium and other lighter-than-air 
gases, which trial culminated in 
the thrill of a captive balloon as- 
cension for the visitors of the 
Paris exposition in 1900. 

All of which was fine, and 
making some progress in the air. 
But it wasn’t flying like a bird— 
it wasn’t transportation at will, 
from point to point, which be- 
came man’s great ambition a half 
century ago. 


RESEARCH 


About 1896 the Wright broth- 
ers became interested in the glid- 
er experiments of the German 
enthusiast Otto Lilienthal, and 
after his accidental death they 
sent to the Smithsonian Institute 
for the available bibliography on 
flying. They carefully studied the 
five slim volumes and some pam- 
phlets which comprised the meag- 
re literature on the subject, and 
grew impatient at the wasteful 
extravagance of mounting deli- 
eate and costly machinery on 
wings which no one yet knew 
how to manage. 

Their own thoughts gradually 
concentrated on a body and wings 
as rigid as_ possible, sailing 
through the air and using the 
wind itself, rather than an en- 
gine for motive power. 

The period between 1885 and 
1900 was one of much activity in 
aeronautics, but the efforts of 
eminent scientists in various parts 
of the world had ended in failure 
or utter disrepute. The primary 
cause of such failures, reasoned 
Wilbur and Orville, were to be 
found in the inaccurate balance 
and stabilization of the models. 
Instead of trying to design a ma- 
chine so that it would right it- 
self when its balance was dis- 
turbed, why not have it as inert 
as possible and let the operator 
balance it as required? 

After three years of study and 
experiment, Orville suggested 
that the operator could vary the 


angles of the wing-tips to restore | 


balance, and this idea became 
the basic claim of the original 
Wright patent, and is now incor- 
porated in the Aileron control of 
every plane. The needed balance 
was thus effected by twisting, or 
“warping” the wings. 


“TRUTH AND ERROR —” 


The Wright’s first laboratory 
trip to isolated Kitty Hawk is- 
land, North Carolina in 1900 
proved their wing-warping was 
better than earlier methods of 
balancing—also their operable 
front rudder or elevator success- 
fully directed their trial-plane, 
glider, up and down. But this and 
other experiences in 1901 forced 
the brothers to the conclusion 
that all accepted aero-dynamic 
data were useless—“Truth and 
error were everywhere so inti- 
mately mixed as to be undistin- 
guishable”. The task of working 
out correct tables of air pressure 
and drift was one for trained 
mathematicians and _ physicists, 
rather than “a couple of bicycle 
mechanics”, as they put it. 

That they did not abandon their 
attempts entirely was probably 
due to the continuous encourage- 
ment of Octave Chanute, glider 
enthusiast and experimenter, with 
whom they had been in corres- 
pondence for several years. 

To further check their own con- 
tlusions, Orville took an 18-inch 
starch-box, put in a sort of weath- 
er-vane and through a glass top 
proceeded to measure the angles 
of wind pressure. This, the first 
“wind tunnel” was soon replaced 
by larger and more exact ones, 
with which the brothers tested 
more than 200 types of wing sur- 
face. In two months these ama- 
teur physicists compiled the data 
hecessary for mec hanical flight, 
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most of which, after 40 years, 
still holds good with surprising- 
ly small variation, 


AERO-PLANE AND FIRST 
FLIGHT 


Finally in 1903 the brothers had 
worked out on paper. exactly 
how much power would be need- 
ed to lift their tiny craft into the 
air, and how much weight could 
be carried, including the operat- 
or. The engine they constructed— 
it was a 12 horsepower motor— 
was considered a great advance- 
ment in mechanical engineering. 


Next came the propeller. The 
Wrights had planned to use the 
formulas for marine propellers 
and adapt them to air conditions, 
but they were soon convinced that 
during 65 years of use, such for- 
mulas had been founded on a| 
hit-or-miss, trial by. error basis. 
Within two months they designed 
and built their own, «first ‘“air- 
screw” which proved some 35% 
more efficient than the best wat- 
er propeller then in use. 


Finally on December 17, 1903— 
just nine days after professor 
Samuel Langley’s much heralded 
and publicized flight had failed— 
the Wright brothers, without fan- 
tare, made the first self-powered 
machine flight in the world, 
Orville “‘belly-down” on the deck 
and Wilbur “directing traffic” 
and flight from the ground. The 
plane travelled a distance of 852 
feet in 59 seconds in the air, a- 
gainst a headwind of 27 miles. 
AND THE REST IS HISTORY. 


THOUGHTS AND EPILOGUE 


After many personal honors 
here and abroad, the brothers 
organized the American Wright 
Company* in Dayton, for the 


their various patents, in the year 
1909. Wilbur died of typhoid 
fever in 1912, after which Orville 
sold out the ‘business. 


He was commissioned a major 
in the first World War, in the 
Signal Corps, Aviation Service, 
and it was at that time he is said 
to have expressed the thought 
“that perhaps it would have been 
better if man had never invented 
flying, only to create such havoc 
from the air among nations.” 

Orville was destined to live an- 
other 36 years after Wilbur. He 
organized the Wright Aeronauti- 
cal Laboratories in Dayton, for 
consultation, research and inven- 
tion, and carried on as director 
until his death. He remained a 
confirmed bachelor and lived in 
the great Wright mansion in snug 
comfort with his only sister until 
her passing, and after that with 
two old, trusted servants. In 1949 
the home, showplace of Dayton, 
was purchased by the National 
Cash Register Company as a 
guest-house for its visitors. 

Not until 1942, 38 years after 
that memorable flight, did the 
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Like Henry Ford in an earlier 
generation, they too created a 
new era of travel and_ living 
among men, not only in America, 
but everywhere on earth. May 
their joint creativeness never go 
beyond its original intent and 
purpose, and cause the cataclysm 
of the world. Amen.

If the mail I have received 
here is any indication of general 
popular feeling on the matter, 
first day cover collectors do not 
like the slogan cancellation post- 
marks which were applied on the 
first days of the 6c airmail booklet 
stamp and the 10c UPU issue. 

If you will remember, the 6c 
airmail booklet covers were can- 
celled at the American Stamp 
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send him cash or a money order 
at the rate of 3c per cover (first 
cla8s mail) for the stamps. 

Positively, do not send him 
stamps. 

And in answer to another ques- 
tion which you might have, the 
postage on the package of cards 
need not be at the first class rate. 
J. Bert Marx of Chicago inquired 
about this point and got the fol- 
lowing official answer from the 
Postmaster at Chicago. 

“You are informed, in this con- 
nection, that there is no objection 
to the procedure outlined by you 
whereby letters addressed to dif- 
ferent individuals, sealed and 
having postage prepaid by ordin- 
ary stamps and which will be 
shipped to an agent or represent- 
ative for mailing at his local post
